ANNEXURE 

NEWSPRINT ALLOCATION POLICY 1989-90 

1. Applicability 

This Policy is applicable to the allocation of news¬ 
print to which the Import and Export (Control) Act, 
1947, Imports (Control) Order, 1955 and Newsprint 
Control Order, 1962 as amended from time to time, 
apply during the licensing year 1989-90 subject to 
such modifications as may be notified from time to 
time. 

2. Definition 

2.1 In this Policy a ‘newspaper” shall mean any 
printed periodical work containing public news or 
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comments on public news as defined in the Press and 
Registration of Books Act 1867, as amended from 
time to time. 

2.2 The expression “newsprint" used in thfi Policy 
includes such super calender cream wove naoer 
may be allocated by the RNT in terms of this Policy 

3. Eligibility 

3.1 Newsprint shall be allocated by the Registrar 
of Newspapers for Tndia on submission of a formal 
application, to such newspapers as arc registered with 
the Registrar of Newspapers for India in accordance 
with the relevant provisions of the Press and Regist¬ 
ration of Books Act 1867 as amended from time to 
time. A newly registered newspaper shall be eligible 
for allocation of newsprint from the date of registra¬ 
tion or the date of application, whichever is later. 

3.2 A newspaper shall be eligible for allocation of 
newsprint if it has a regularity of 90 per cent in case 
it is daily newspaper and 66-2 [3 per cent in case it 
has any other periodicity, save in such cases where 
the shortfall in regularity has arisen because of rea¬ 
sons beyond the control of the publisher viz., strikes, 
lock-outs, go-slow, power shortage or similar causes. 


;/wner eithei published from the same place or from 
differv.iu planes, would be clubbed together and their 
category and entitlement of newsprint will be calcu¬ 
lated on the basis of performance particulars in res¬ 
pect of all tlie editions taken together. 

4.3 A newspaper periodical whose circulation claim 
has been declared unestablished by the Registrar of 
Newspapers for India will not he eligible for news¬ 
print unless the circulation has been re-established 
for the same year or until the circulation has been re¬ 
established for a subsequent year. In case of news- 
papers|petiodicals whose circulation has been assess¬ 
ed by the Registrar of Newspapers for India to be 
lower than the claimed circulation in the past, the 
entitlement will he worked out on the basis of the 
circulation as assessed by the Registrar of News¬ 
papers for tndia. Such a newsnaoer [periodical will 
not be eligible for revision of its entitlement during 
the licensing year. Tn case, a newspaper [periodical is 
found to have given a false statement about its per¬ 
formance or circulation, it shall render itself liable for 
being debarred from allocation of newsprint for a 
specific period which may extend upto one year in 
the manner indicated below :— 


3.3 Allocation of newsprint may also be authorised 
by the Registrar of Newspapers for India for the 
following :— 

(T) Transmission of news over teleprinters by 
news agencies; 

(ii) Trial printing by newspapers; and 

(iii) Printing of college and school magazines. 

3.4 The following categories of publications al¬ 
though these may be registered with the Registrar 
of Newspapers for India as newspapers shall not be 
eligible for allocation of newsprint under this 
Policy :— 

(i) Journals published primarily to promote 

sale of goods or services; 

(ii) House journalslmagazincs brought out by 

undertakings | firms [ indu strial concerns; 

(iii) Price lists, catalogues, directories and lottery 
news; 

(iv) Racing guides; and 

(v) Sex magazines. 

4. Entitlement 

4.1 The basic entitlement of newsprint for me 
licensing year 1989-90 of a ncwspaper|periodical will 
be determined on the basis of its consumption of 
newsprint, average annual circulation, average num¬ 
ber of pages, average member of publishing 
days and average page area published during 
the preceding year. The entitlement of the 
licensing year will, however, be calculated for 
365 days. The quantity of Writing and Printing Paper 
etc. consumed during 1988-89 will be taken into ac¬ 
count only if it is over and above the quantity of 
newsprint allocated to the newspaper by the Registrar 
of Newspapers for India. 

4.2 All the editions of a newspaper'periodical bear¬ 
ing the same title, having the same periodicity, pub¬ 
lished in the same Ungauge and owned by the same

4.4 (a) Notwithstanding anything contained in 
Para 3.1 of this Policy, a fresh applicant who com¬ 
mences publication for the first time or otherwise 
approaches the Registrar of Newspapers for India for 
the first time for allocation of newsprint will be al¬ 
lowed an initial quota of newsprint for six months as 
determined by the Registrar of Newspapers for India 
upon his satisfaction of the projection of circulation 
by the applicant subject to a maximum of 10,000 
(ten thousand) copies per issue of 8 standard pages 
(2450 sq. cms.) in the ease of dailies and 1.6 stan¬ 
dard pages in the case of periodicals. Such a news¬ 
paper as receives initial quota of newsprint should 
produce within a fortnight after three months of the 
release of newsprint evidence of proper utilisation of 
newsprint, in Form NP-1T and if not already register 
ed, shall in the meantime also get itself registered 
under the Press and Registration of Books Act 1867, 
as amended from rime to rime. Thereafter its cnrile- 
ment for the first six months will he determined nn 
the basis of actual performance and the balance 
quota, if anv, ^hall be released on submission of a 
formal application. 


4.4 fb) A newspaper wh ; ch has failed to apply for 
newsprint during the preceding year shall be treated 
as a frc c h anolicnrt unless such failure 8ns been for 
reasons hevond the control of the publisher. This 
provision will, however, not noplv to newspapers 
\vhVh arc treated as clubbed for allocation of news¬ 
print. 
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4.4 (c) In case a newspaper changes its periodicity, 
it will be treated as fresh applicant for the purposes 
of allocation of newsprint. 

4.4 (d) A fresh applicant will be entitled to get 
newsprint from the date of receipt of its application 
in the office of the Registrar of Newspapers for India. 

4.5 The circulation of a newspaper will be deter¬ 
mined by taking into account (a) the number of 
copies sold, and (b) the number of copies distributed 
free, returned unsold or printed but neither sold nor 
distributed free, as per following norms :—

The above percentages are indicative. The servic¬ 
ing of the imported newsprint is subject to the avail¬ 
ability of foreign exchange. 

7.4 25 per cent of the imported newsprint should 
be lifted from State Trading Corporation’s buffer 
stock. Newspapers [periodicals with annual entitle¬ 
ment of 50 MT or below will have the option to lift 
the entire quantity or part thereof from buffer stock. 

7.5 Only periodicals which have been in regular 
publication and have multi-colour printing require¬ 
ment may be allocated glazed newsprint ana|or super 
calander cream wove paper subject to availability. 
Fresh applications will be considered on merits. 

7.6 In the case of a fresh applicant who commences 
publication for the flr c t time or otherwise approaches 
the Registrar of Newspapers for Tndia for newsoriiR 
for the first time, will be given inbial quota of news¬ 
print for the first six months sub’cct to the ceilings 
provided in para 4.4 (a) of this Pffiicv. Of ffiis in¬ 
itial quota, a maximum of 5 MT will be allocat'd 
from imported newsprint while the rest shall be re¬ 
leased in indigenous newsprint. Further entitlement 
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will be released only after proof is adduced that the 
quota released in imported and indig.nous newsprint 
has actually been lifted by the newspaper concerned. 

7.7 The allotment from different sources may be 
revised [varied for such reasons as the availability of 
newsprint, maintenance of buffer stock or any other 
i cason, 

7.8 If shipment of quantity allotted on high seas 
sale basis is not effected within 120 days of receipt 
of letters of credit by State Trading Corporation, 
efforts will be made to allot proportionate tonnage 
from the buffer stock which will be later replenished. 

8. Distribution 

8.1 The work relating to distribution of imported 
newsprint will be handled entirely by the STC as 
authorised by the RNI in accordance with this Policy 
and hi compliance with the provisions of the News¬ 
print Control Order, 1962. 

8.2 A newspaper which is given allotment of news¬ 
print on high seas basis will be allowed to take deli¬ 
very directly or through its duly authorised agent(s). 

8.3 Authorisations for the entitlement of newsprint 
will be issued by the Registrar of Newspapers for 
India on quarterly basis on receipt of formal request 
along with the proof of lifting of newsprint allocated 
as per the previous authorisation(s). Authorisations 
for indigenous newsprint will be issued direct to the 
mills concerned. In case the annual entitlement of a 
newspaper is 50 metric tonnes or less, the RNI may 
in his discretion allocate newsprint to such newspapers 
on annual basis or as otherwise deemed appropriate. 
In the case of newspapers, other than fresh appli¬ 
cants, having an entitlement upto 200 metric tonnes, 
such allocations may be made on half-yearly basis. 

5.4 A newspaper shall lift its allotment from high 
seas sale or buffer stock or from indigenous miffs 
within three months from the date of issue of autho- 
risation(s). Wherever applicable, it shall be incum¬ 
bent upon the newspaper to first lift the indigenous 
quantity. Allocations for the subsequent quarters will 
be made on the basis of the lifting of newsprint dar¬ 
ing the previous quarter(s) and imported newsprint 
shall be withheld proportionate to the quantity not 
lifted from the scheduled indigenous newsprint mills. 
Whatever quantity of imported newsprint remains 
withheld at the end of the licensing year on account 
of non-lifting of indigenous newsprint, shall s.and 
forfeited along with the non-lifted quantity of indi¬ 
genous newsprint. 

8.5 Revalidatlou of an authorisation will be allow¬ 
ed by the Registrar of Newspapers for India during 
the licensing year, considering each ease on merits. 

8.6 If a newspaper is found to have given a false 
certificate about the lifting of indigenous newsprint 
allocated to it, it may be debarred from further allo¬ 
cation of newsprint for a specified period which may 
go upto one year. 

9. Unauthorised Use of Newsprint 

No newspaper shall transfer to or receive from 
another newspaper, newsprint even though the con¬ 
cerned newspapers have the same ownership or have 
been allowed to club their entitlement. However, the 
RNI may, in his discretiuu, allow such transfers of 


newsprint by one newspaper to another by way of 
loan for a period not exceeding three months provid¬ 
ed the transferer and the transferee give in tim ation 
to the Registrar of Newspapers for India within 30 
days thereof. A newspaper indulging in such un¬ 
authorised transactions may render itself liable to 
action which may extend to deduction cquiva.ent to 
full or part of the quantity involved from its entitle¬ 
ment. 

10. Submission of Certificates Regarding Consumption 

10.1 A newspaper which is allotted newsprint shall 
submit to the Registrar of Newspapers for India a 
Performance Particulars Certificate for 1989-yO in 
Form NP-I1 not later than 30th June, 1990 duly 
certified by a Chartered Accountant if the circulation 
is over 2,000 copies per publishing day. 

10.2 A newspaper which suspends or ceases publi¬ 
cation shall submit to the Registrar of Newspapers 
for India a Performance Particulars Certificate in 
Form NP-I1 within a month of suspension!cessation 
of its publication. It shall also surrender the news¬ 
print not utilised by it as per directions of the Re¬ 
gistrar of Newspapers for India. 

11. Growth Rate and Revision 

11.1 While assessing the overall demand of news¬ 
print for the licensing year, provision shall be made 
for growth of 5 per cent to take care of the require- 
ment(s) arising from fresh applicants and increase in 
circulation during licensing year. Each case shall, 
however, be considered on its merits. 

11.2 A newspaper which secures the basic entitle¬ 
ment for 1989-90 can apply once during the year 
for upward revision of the allocation on the basis of 
increase in its circulation and number of pages, pro¬ 
vided such an application is accompanied by perfor¬ 
mance certificate in Form NP-I1 duly certified by a 
Chartered Accountant (where circulation is more 
than 2000 copies) and covers a period of not less 
than 8 months as on 30th November, 1989. Such 
applications should reach the Office of the Registrar 
of Newspapers for India along with sample Issues of 
different dates by 31st December, 1989, 

11.3 Additional requirements of newsprint arising 
trom the revision of entitlements during the licensing 
year shall be serviced from the scheduled indigenous 
newsprint mills. In the case of glazed newsprint also 
such additional requirement shall be serviced from 
the indigenous sources, viz. indigenous variety of 
super calendar cream wove paper. 

12. Exceptions 

Notwithstanding anything contained in this Po'icy, 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Informa¬ 
tion and Broadcasting may waive any of the require¬ 
ments or relax any of these provisions for good and 
sufficient reasons.
